" We have actually reversed the process followed for, de- 
termination of settlement rates and used the incidence of 
land revenue to find out the average type of soil for each* 
taluka. The process is approximately correct and the re- 
sults have been used' only for the sake of comparison. Maxi- 
mum rates are sanctioned for a standard soil (16 annas clas- 
s^cajapn) in each group. The average assessment per acre 
% the group would, therefore, indicate the average soil 
value &r that area. Such averages have been worked out 
wherever it was possible to do. ■ Results are shown in An- 
pendix 6."
